As outlined at a meeting of the 
committee on arrangements held Mon¬ 
day night, the main part of the celebra¬ 
tion will take place on the field of the 
Redwood aviation school, the owners 
and management of whicli have al¬ 
ready entered enthusiastically into 
the plans of the committees. A big 
downtown parade with bands of 
music, witfi companies of marching 
soldiers, sailors, and marines, prac¬ 
tically already assured, with floats 
and many other big features never 
before seen at Redwood, will start the 
day’s festivities. 

The celebration at the aviation field 
will begin early in the afternoon. 
There something will be doing all the 
time. There will be athletic events of 
every description and exhibition 
flights and aviation stunts by local 
and visiting aviators, -Including army 
and navy fliers, and in addition an 
effort will be made to hold an air 
derby similar to the one around Mount 
Tamalpals recently. The Aero Club of 
America has already assured the com¬ 
mittee of its co-operation in the cele¬ 
bration and will send fliers there from 
all parts of the country. 

The day’s festivities will eml with a 
grand ball in the evening. The en¬ 
tire net proceeds from the ball and 
from the concessions during the day 
of the celebration will go toward fur¬ 
nishing the new municipal firehouse 
and auditorium, which is to be used 
by the firemen-and the members of the 
American Legion.

VOTES STRONGLY FAVORABLE. 

As a result of an election held 
Tuesday, Burlingame Highlands and 
the Hale Tract, both communities 
bordering the city of Burlingame, 
voted to be included within the in¬ 
corporated limits of that town. 

There were two propositions to be 
voted on at the election, the second 
being the assuming by the new dis¬ 
tricts of the city of their share of tiie 
city's bonded indebtedness. This 
proposition also carried. There were 
twenty-six votes cast at the election, 
all that were registered in the district 
involved. The proposition to annex 
to the city carried by 18 to 8. or more 
than 2 to 1.

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SUPERVISORS INVITE 
CO. HOSPITAL PUNS 

Architects of County Asked to Submit 
Plans for Institution; Prizes to 
Be Given for the Best. 


The first definite steps toward the 
building of a new county hospital 
were taken Monday by the county 
supervisors when they instructed the 
county clerk, Mrs. Elizabeth M. Nash, 
to notify several architects of San 
Mateo county, Inviting them to submit 
competitive plans for the building. A 
period of sixty days is to be allowed 
for the receipt of such plans, these 
submitted to be judged by a commit¬ 
tee consisting of one member of 'the 
State Board of Corrections and Chari¬ 
ties, one doctor selected by the county 
supervisors, one consulting engineer 
selected by the board, and one archi¬ 
tect to he selected by the competitors. 

Prizes in the competition will be as 
follows: 

Fiist to be selected as architect for 
the hospital at a commission of 6 per 
cent of cost of building; second, $500 
cash; third prize, $400 cash, and 
fourth, $300 cash. 

The board of supervisors will have 
the right to ratify the decision of the 
committee and ratify its actions and! 
awards. The board also reserves the 
right, after compensating the com¬ 
petitor, to adopt any portion of the 
plans as it may see fit. 

Only county architects and bona fide 
residents thereof will be allowed to 
compete for the plans. 

The county hospital is to be planned 
to accommodate approximately ninety 
beds, and these will be divided as fol¬ 
lows: 

Male surgery .25 beds 

Male medical .25 beds 

Woman surgical .25 beds 

Isolation of contagious diseases 

.10 beds 

Maternity . 5 beds 

At present only 50 per cent of the 
above number of beds will be re¬ 
quired. Ample provision in the con¬ 
structions is io he made for expansion, 
thi! first wards being so built as to 
allow for additional beds as necessity 
arises.

WRITES TO PUPILS

ALL LAWFUL CLAIMS 


The Southern Pacific announces 
that a recent opinion Dy the inter¬ 
state commerce commission on the 
“two year and a day” clause in bills 
of lading makes it possible for the 
carriers now to pay claims for loss 
and damage to freight in transit when 
the claims are lawfully meritorious 
and have been filed within that time 
required by the bill of lading. The 
Southern Pacific will pay such claims, 
even though the time limit (two years 
and a day) within which suit may be 
brought by the courts has expired. 

What is known as the “two year 
and a day” clause in standard bills 
of lading for shipments by rail has 
been a source of difficulty between 
carriers and shippers for seme time. 
The clause has not been satisfactory 
to either, because carriers could not 
pay claims, even when the parties 
were agreed as to their merits, if two 
years and a day had passed without 
claim being paid or shippers filing 
suit as an alternative.

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“ABRAHAM LINCOLN” 

AN ADDRESS DELIVERED BY 
E. E. CUNNINGHAM. 

At the Lincoln Day exercises at the 
high school, E. E. Cunningham of this 
city delivered the following address 
to the assembled students. So ably 
was the subject handled that The En¬ 
terprise has asked the privilege of 
publishing the address for the benefit 
of its readers: 

Mr. Principal, Teachers, and Pupils 
of South San Francisco High School: 
July is a noted month in American 
history, for in that month we had our 
birth as a free people and nation. 

But the month of February is a 
month literally pregnant with Ameri¬ 
can greatness, for within its brief 
calendar four American presidents 
have been born; one to become the 
“Father of His Country,” another to 
become his country’s “Saviour”; and 
so, every February, the American 
people pay especial honor to its two 
pre-eminent Americans, George 
Washington and Abraham Lincoln. 

The state has by law made Febru¬ 
ary 12 th a holiday, and has provided 
that on that day exercises in honor of 
Abraham Lincoln shall be held in all 
the public schools of the state. On 
Lincoln Day the Grand Army of the 
Republic sends its old veterans out 
to all the public schools, to talk to 
young Americans about Abraham 
Lincoln and love of country. 

As knowledge precedes love, so to 
love our country truly we must know 
it intimately. 

To know Lincoln is to know j 
America. Could I present a true pic- 1 
ture of Abraham Lincoln in the few 
minutes to which I must confine my¬ 
self, you would know and understand 
the meaning of America; but to draw 
that picture entire and complete 
would require many hours instead of 
minutes; beginning with Samuel Lin¬ 
coln, in 1637, at Hlngham, in the Eng¬ 
lish colony of Massachusetts; and for 
223 years following seven generations 
of Lincolns, toiling and fighting their 
way with ax and rifle, among tsavage 
men, through an unbroken wilder¬ 
ness, from the bay of Massachusetts 
to the plains of the Illinois country. 
The toils and trials, the perils and 
privations, met, suffered and over¬ 
come by the Lincolns, was the com¬ 
mon experience of the hardy and 
heroic men and women who were the 
founders and builders of America, 
about which and of whom an Ameri¬ 
can poet lias sung: 

“O strong new world that yet wast 
never young 

Whose youtli from thee by griping 
need was wrung, 

Brown foundling of the woods, whose 
baby-bed 

Was prowled round by the Indians’ 
crackling tread, 

And who grewest strong through 
shifts and wants and pains, 
Nursed by stern men with empires in 
their brains.” 

And counseling this generation 
(successor to those “stern men”) our 
poet sang: 

Oh, my friends, thank your God, if you 
have one, that He 

’Twixt the Old World and you set the 
gulf of a sea; 

Be strong-backed, brown-handed, up¬ 
right as your pines, 

By the scale of a hemisphere shape 
your designs.” 

From the Atlantic seaboard the 
American settlements advanced slowly 
but persistently westward, until they 
reached the crests of the Alleghauies 
and there overflowed into the valleys 
of the streams that fall into the Mis¬ 
sissippi and the gulf. This slow but 
steady advance of American civiliza¬ 
tion began in the fifteenth century, 
following its beginning on the James 
river in 1607 and on Massachusetts 
bay- at Plymouth in 1620. In the 
succeeding 150"years it had reached 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and the Illinois 
country. 

Every mile of this slow march was 
through a land shrouded in one vast 
forest, in whose tangled depths lurked 
red savages, who, cunning, cruel, and 
tireless, silently crept out of unknown

The doctors of South San Francisco are unanimous in declaring that 
where care is taken there is comparatively little danger. There are very 
few serious' influenza cases, there are alsq comparatively few pneufhonia 
patients at present. There is no cause for alarm—but take precautions! If 
you have a told and feel badly GO TO BED AND SEND FOR THE DOCTOR. 
You need not be frightened of Influenza, for fright will do you no good, but 
be sensible and if you have symptoms call the doctor and later FOLLOW 
HIS INSTRUCTIONS. In that way you will be doing your duty by yourself 
and those about you.

ANNOUNCEMENT 

OF CANDIDACY 


To the Voters of the City of South 
San Francisco—Ladies and Gentle¬ 
men: As the time of our general 

municipal election approaches, which 
election will be held Monday, April 
12, 1920, I wish to announce myself 
as, a candidate for the office of City 
Clerk and ex-officio Assessor of and 
for the city of South San Francisco, 
to succeed myself. This office I have 
held for eleven years past. 

It is my belief that the voters of 
this city are entitled to a statement 
of facts concerning my qualifications 
for the office which I seek. With this 
in mind, 1 wish to recite the follow¬ 
ing facts: 

In the year 1918 I was one of the 
successful candidates for the office of 
Justice of the Peace of the First 
Township, San Mateo county. Dur¬ 
ing the campaign for the office I 
announced through the public press 
that, if I were elected Justice of the 
Peace, I would resign the office of 
City Clerk. Although I subsequently 
learned that I could legally and 
satisfactorily hold and perform the 
duties of both offices, this did not 
deter me from keeping my promise to 
resign, and on March 3, 1919, my 
books having been closed and ready 
for examination, I tendered my 
resignation to the Board of Trustees. 
This is a matter of public record and 
can be found in the minutes of meet¬ 
ing of March 3, 1919, on page 235, 
volume 3, of proceedings of the 
Board of Trustees of the city of South 
San Francisco. The resignation was 
not accepted and I was requested by 
the Board of Trustes to continue in 
office, as they intended to build a 
city hall and this would require a 
great amount of work for which ex¬ 
perience in the City Clerk’s office 
would be very essential. 

I felt that this was, in a measure, 
an appreciation of my work of the 
past, and I consented to remain in 
the office. I subsequently felt very 
much pleased that 1 did remain, for 
during the year 1919 a great oppor¬ 
tunity presented itself, that of making 
an effort to keep the tax rate as low 
as possible on account of the voters 
having, on June 10, 1919, assumed 
the burden of $129,000 of municipal 
bonds for the construction of a city 
hall and other improvements. 

To meet this situation was the 
problem that confronted me. How to 
arrange the tax rate without it be¬ 
coming too great a burden on the 
small householder was the question. 
I am happy to say that this was ac¬ 
complished by securing an increase 
in valuation on property of the larger 
realty holdings to the extent of about 
one-half million dollars, which kept 
down the rate of taxation to an in¬ 
crease of only 10 cents over the pre¬ 
vious year. 1 believe that this fact 
alone, if not my previous record of 
eleven years in office, would entitle 
me to your respectful consideration 
at the polls on April 12, 1920.
